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REMARKS 

This responds to the Final Office Action mailed on February 23. 2005 . Claims 1-4, 6-30 
and 32-80 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 6-7, 26-27, 32-34, 40, and 52 have been 
amended. Claims 5 and 3 1 have been canceled. New claims 53-80 have been added. 

$102 Rejection of the Claims 
Applicant has modified the preexisting claims to make preexisting claims allowable. In 
addition, Applicant has added new claims based on allowable subject matter as described below. 
Claims 1-4, 8-12, 14, 26-30, 37-38, 40 and 52 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) for 
anticipation by Barzilai et al. (U.S. 6,012,045). Though the Applicant has amended the 
preexisting claims to make them allowable, Applicant respectfully reserves the right to swear 
behind the Barzilai reference at a later time. In addition, Applicant respectfully reserves the right 
to pursue additional claims in a continuation application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicant respectfully thanks the Examiner for allowing claims 15-25 and 41-51. Claims 
5-7, 13, 31-36 and 39 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but were 
indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant respectfully submits that independent claims 1, 26, 27 and 52 have been 
amended to include limitations from allowable dependent claims. Particularly, Applicant 
respectfully submits that independent claim 1 is allowable because has been amended to include 
limitations from allowable dependent claim 5. Similarly, Applicant respectfully submits that 
independent claims 26 and 52 are allowable because they have been amended to include 
limitations from allowable dependent claim 5. In addition, Applicant respectfully submits that 
independent claim 27 is allowable because it has been amended to include limitations from 
allowable dependent claim 3 1 . Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner 
allow independent claims 1, 26, 27 and 52. 
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In addition, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner allow dependent claims 2- 
4, 6-14, 28-30, 32-40, and 42-51 at least because they depend on an allowable independent 
claim. Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1-4, 6-30 and 32-52 are all now in 
condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter in New Claims 
Applicant respectfully submits that new independent claims 53, 66, 79 and 80 are 
allowable at least because they each incorporate allowable subject matter. Particularly, new 
claim 53 includes all of the limitations of independent claim 1 and allowable dependent claim 13. 
New claim 66 includes all of the limitations of independent claim 27 and allowable dependent 
claim 39. New independent claims 79 includes all of the limitations of independent claim 26 and 
allowable dependent claim 13. New independent claim 80 includes all of the limitations of 
independent claim 52 and allowable dependent claim 13. 

In addition, Applicant respectfully submits that dependent claims 54-65 and 67-78 are 
allowable at least because they depend on an allowable independent claim. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfully submits that new claims 53-80 are allowable. 
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CONCLUSION
